THIKD DAY’S SUMMARY. 


The Organization Completed—Every 
Thing Demvcratic—** Nary’’? Ad- 
journ, if You Please—The 
First Ordinance — The 
Lamented Graham, 


Precisely at the appointed hour, 
10 o’clock, President Ransom called 
the Convention to order. The gal- 
leries and lobbies as the two days 
previous were crowded with visitors, 
caused doubtless by a street rumor to 
the effet that the Rads had, the 
night previous,ascertained a route by 
which they could undermine the 
Democrats, the tunnel completed and 
on the opening of the Convention 
the mine would be sprung. 

This rumor gained credence from 
the fact, that as soon as the Conven- 
tion was opened, Mr. Dixon ofGreen, 
rose to his hind-feet and proceeded 
to address the Convention on the ime 
portance of adjourning sine die at 
once. He was allowed to reach a 
warming up“ point, when he was 
interrupted by Mr. Manning, of 
Chatham, on a point of order—the 
Convention not having completed 
its organization. The point of order 
was sustained by the Chair, and thus 
was the Green county orator cut off 
in the“ bloom of youth and fresh- 
ness of beauty.’’ 

The organization was then proceed- 
ed with, all the officers elected being 
Democratic from three to six major- 
ity. This result had the effect of en- 
tirely relieving the minds of the I- 
told-yourso’s’’ who sre now satisfied 
for the first time that the rads“ have 
nota majority of six and the demo- 
grats have a clear easy working ma- 
jority of two to six. 

At the first opportunity Judge 
‘Tourgee, Who seems to be the repub- 
lican leader, offered a motion that 
the Convention adjourn sine dic, 
which the democrats allowed the vote 
to be taken on without discussion, as 
it was well kuown that the object 
was simply to get on record, that 
their constituents might eee they car- 
ried out their promise. The defeat 
of the motion brought relief to many 
of the ‘trads’’ that voted loudly for 
it. 

The vote on adjournment had 
hardly been announced before Maj. 
R. C. Badger came forward with an 
ordinance to relieve the disabilities 
of Ex Gov. Holden, which at his re- 
quest was placed on the calendar 
until the committees were appoint- 
ed. 

Nothing else of importance trans- 
pired except the announcement of 
the death of Hon. W. A. Grabam by 
his colleague Mr. Turner. Suitable 
resolutions were offered, the consid- 
eration of which were postponed till 
to-day at II o'elock. 

Mr. Turner delivered a lengthy and 
able eulogy on the deceased, and was 
followed by Gen. Rufus Barringer in 
a short, but neat and appropriate eu- 
logy. 

Mr. Barringer said:—I rise, Mr. 
President, to second the resolution 
just introduced, I feel very deeply 
the great loss we have all sustained 
zu the recent death of ex-Gov. W. A. 
Graham. Tam too much affected to 
say more than to express the hope— 
my prayer—that this heavy affliction 
may not be wholly without its 
benefits upon the members of this 
Convention. I speak of the bright 
illustrious example he has left us to 
guide and direct us in the important 
work we are assembled to perform. I 
do not allude, Sir, to the eminent 
talents of Gov. Graham, nor to his 
public services and experience, varied 
and extensive as these were; nor to 
his private virtues. I refer chiefly to 
his pure and exalted character as a 
public servant: to his singular fidelity 
to every trust; and his devotion to 
duty in every station he was called 
upon to fill, I doubt if any State in 
any country ever produced a states- 
man, with more marked or striking 
characteristics in this particular, or 
one who equalled him as an example 
in public life. 

I watched the course of Gov. Gra- 
ham through all the changing scenes 
of his late eventful history. Latter- 
ly I have often differed with him in 
mere political issues, but I never 
ceased to admite his equinimity of 
mind, his profound devotion to duty 
and his deep concern for all the va~ 
ried and conflicting interests of se- 
ciety, above all his strict adherence 
to the foundation principles of pub 
lie virtue. 

The death of such a man and the 
loss of such a character at this critical 
juncture of our affairs, when we are 
struggling to get back once more to 
the sure foundation of law and 
order, cannot be regarded otherwise 
than a great public calamity. Alive 
and here in our midst 
as one of our members, 
his influence must have been all con- 
trolling, especially in the vital puri- 
ty referred to. But he bas rendered 
his last service to the State and Coun- 
try he loved 30 well, and it is only left 
to us to strive to emulate and fol- 
low his example. It is thus, that 
such eminent characters continue to 
live, even when lost to earth, and 


enable us to realize and feel,

DR. RANSOM’S VOTE. 

The contest for the Presidency of 
the Convention, extended far into 
the second day, was settled by one 
of the candidates voting for himself. 
Dr. Ransom ended astruggle which 
might have been prolonged indefi- 
nitely, at the sacrifice of much per- 
sonal feeling, and at the risk of in- 
curring much obloquy. 

It is but just to say that Dr. 
Ransom fully appreciated the deli- 
cacy of his position, and resisted as 
long as was reasonable, the appeals 
of his friends to forget that he was 
Dr. Ransom merely, and recognize 
the fact that by refusing to vote, he 
was stifling the voice of the county 
of which he was thedelegate. Zhe 
Democratic party put him forth as 
their candidate and unflinchingly 
clung to him. It were overstrained 
delicacy, if, to preserve the appear- 
ance of modesty, he had remained 
silent, or continued to cast a com- 
plimentary vote, and thus retarded 
organization, and increased the ex- 
penses of the Convention. 

Dr. Ransom is entitled to the more 
credit, inasmuch as his vote is sure 
to bring down upon him unfriendly 
criticism. It was a severe self-sac- 
rifice which finds its reward in the 
consciousness of having solved a 
difficult question, and led the way 
in the work which is to start North 
Carolinaina new career of pros- 
perity. 

MISSISSIPPI TROUBLES. 

Aud now comes the reports of a 
bloody collision between the whites 
and the blacks in this negro-trodden 
State, in which as usual, the weight 
of punishment falls most heavily up- 
on the black. The most trustworthy 
aceounts represent the origin of the 
troubles to have been in the insolent 
exercise of authority, altogether 
without warrant, by a negro official 
over a party of white men, naturally 
resemted and leading to violence, and 
followed by scenes of savage atrocity 
and cowardly treachery on the part 
of the blacks with a parallel only in 
the action of unreclaimed savages. 
The consequences were natural. The 
negroes, elated with the first success, 
rushed to arms and to murder; the 
whites, eager to inflict punishment 
were prompt in action, and the re- 
sult is told. 

Government officers or the spot 
see no cause for the interference of 
the government. They seem to 
admit that the whites proceed with 
just cause. 

But the National Republican will 
never be content until the whites 
submit quietly to be slaughtered, or 
until the dream of the Georgia in- 
surgents is fulfilled, that the bottom 
rail shall be on top, and the negro 
lord it over the white man as the 
superior. The whites are not ready 
for that, andthe scenes in Missis- 
sippi may be repeated a thousand 
times to prevent it. 

But there need be no trouble with 
the negroes—there will be none, ex- 
cept under the instigation of those 
who use the negroas a political tool, 
or who rage with such hate against 
e e rebels of the South that they are 

ling to see the white race of the 

th exterminated from the face of 
uth.

W. Carpenterof Wis- 
consin, addressed to Gen. Clingman, 
thanking him for the address deliv- 
ered at Sewannee. The tribute is a 
gratifying and valuable one, for 
whatever Mr. Carpenter's political 
record be, he stood in the U. S. Sen- 
ate recogvized as without a peer in 
debate, and with a mind cultivated 
to the nicest point of exjtical 
acumen. 

This letter is one of many from 
distinguished men of other States 
recoguizing the pre-eminent beauty 
and power of Gen. Clingman’s pro- 
duction, which has done more to fix 
universally the fume ofthe author 
and the literary claims of North 
Carolina than any other production 
with which we are acquainted.

CALIFORNIA ELECTION. 

The telegrams of Tuesday night 
bring the intelligence of the sweep- 
ing Democratic victory in California. 
Every member of Congress, and 
the whole Legislature is Democratic. 
The Independents electa few mu- 
nicipal officers in the city of San 
Francisco. The Republicans carry 
nothing in the State! 
We commend this result to those 
who have been so confident that the 
tide has turned, and that Republi- 
canism is emerging from the cloud; 
particularly to those in North Caro- 
lina who accept the result of the 
election for Convention as evidence 
of the growing favor of that party, 
and to none more urgently than to 
those of our own party who are 
staggered by the fierce blow the 
party appeared to have received.— 
But that blow did not come from 
the enemy, but wasinflicted by our- 
selves. We stand apparently weak- 
ened, because we have permitted 
our opponents to bind us. 
Let the courage, the determined 
purpose, the unanimity that has 
marked the proceedings of the Dem- 
ocratic members of the Convention 
so far, infuse their influence through- 
out the State. Let it lead to thor- 
ough organization. (We donotsay 
re-organization, for there is the 
weakness of the party.) Zhe Dem- 
ocratic strength is unimpaired, but 
it must be concentrated to be effee- 
tive. That done, and the Presiden- 


tial election will show that the Re- 
publicans have drawn false concln- 
sions from the results of the election 
for Convention. 


BRIBERY AND CORRUPTION. 

A system deemed, under a grow- 
ing depravity of political morality, 
perfectly legitimate in northern leg- 
islation, and practiced with unblush- 
ing effrontery in this State under the 
wild licentiousness of the disgrace- 
ful period of 68, when the negro 
voliticians first came inte market, 
and when the adventurous carpet- 
bagger had gotten possession of the 
keys of the treasury, bas, after long 
disuse under the restoration of a 
purer principle of action, obtruded 
its brazen front again upon the 
scene. Men are again considered 
marketable; principles are again 
considered purchasable, and the 
dearest interests of th. State are put 
in the balance against money or the 
promise of reward, 

We conceive that no greater out- 
rage has been offered to the State of 
North Carolina than the attempt to 
purchase the votes of those to whom 
were cntrusted the reform and puri- 
fication of the fundamental law. It 
was an attempt to poison that law 
at its very fountain head; to infuse 
into it principles of evil which 
would permeate through every fibre 
of the body politic, and make that a 
vehicle of disease and corruption 
which should have been alive with 
health giving elements. 

The attempt by members of the 
Republican party to secure the votes 
of members of the Convention sup- 
posed to be doubtful, by offers of 
money, of place, or of honors is 
openly charged. The charges are 
too specific to be the creations of 
rumor. 

T be Convention will owe it to its 
self respect to investigate a subject 
in which the character of the whole 
body is involved, and to bring to ex- 


| posure and punishment those who 
have attacked the honor of a body 


peculiarly concerned in the preserv- 
ation of its integrity. It must show to 
the State and the Country that the 
days of 68 can never be repeated in 
North Carolina,

ORGANIZATION. 

The election of a Demoeratis 
President to the Convention having 
demonstrated the power of that par- 
ty, it ean now safely proceed to carry 
out the objects for which the Con- 
vention was called. And the unity, 
the harmony and the intelligence 
with which the members of that 
party heve acted in the preliminary 
steps towards organization, make it 
certain almost that no divisions 
among them will impede the work 
before them. The deep settled pur- 
pose, cherished since 1868, and only 
postponed for reasons of policy, to 
remedy most glaring and intoler- 
able defects of the Canby Constitu- 
tion is now within the reach of 
practicability. 

The Convention contains men of 
mark of both parties. Among the 
Republicans are gentlemen of leart- 
ing, experience and character who 
cannot fail to be sensible of the evils 
so patent to the Democratic party. 
These gentlemen, unable now, if they 
were so disposed, to carry out the 
destructive measures foreshadowed 
by the extremists of their own party 
in the event that they had the con- 
trol of the Convention, may be ready 
to unite with the Democrats in the 
formation of a perfect Constitution. 
Their own sincere convictions accept 
the deficiences of the present onc. 
Their own intelligence recognizes 
the imperative need of amendments. 
Their own interests and their love 
of their State would lead them to 
accept the present opportunity. It is 
not probable that anything extreme 
will be proposed, nothing upon 
which the people of the whole State 
and of both parties cannot agree to 
accept.

No white men were connec- 
ted in it, except possibly as part ofa 
posse summoned by the sheriff ofthe 
county, who is a Radical. 
was a quarrel of sone Kind between 
the negroes at New Hope church. 
One section of them sent a party 
into Macon, the county seat, to swear 
out Warrants against the other par- 
ty. All concerned were Radicals, 
bul there does not seem to have 
been anything of a political nature 
in the quarrel, At least 
nothing of that kind had been 
developed at the latest accounts. The 
sheriff, knowing the desperate ehar- 
acter of the men he was called upon 
to arrest, summoned a posse, armed 
them with Winchester rifles, and 
proceeded to the church to make the 
arrests. When the posse came in 
sightthe negroes, who were armed 
with shot-guns, pistols, and other 
murderous weapons, fired, but the 
posse was out of range and no one 
vas injured. The fire was returned 
by the posse at long range, aud eight 
ofthe negroes were killed, several 
were wounded, and twenty-five of 
them taken prisoners. The negroes 
fied confusedly, leaving their dead 
and wounded inthe hands of the 
posse. ‘The Radical papers will find 
it rather difficuit to manufacture an 
‘outrage’ from this material. No 
Democrat was concerned in either 
the original difficulty or in the fight, 
as farasis known. The sheriff was 
a Radical, aud the negroes whoswore 
out the warrants were Radicals, so 
that the whole affair was strictly a 
family matter, anda very unfortu- 
nate one at that.—LRichimond En- 
quirer.

WASHINGTON, Sep. 8.—The follow- 
ing dispatch was received at the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion last night from Gov. 
Ames, of Mississippi: 

JACKSON, Miss., Sep. 7, 1875. 
To His Excellency U.S. Grant,

violence in its 
most aggravated form exists in cer- 
tain parts of this State’ On the eve- 
ning ofthe first instant, unauthor- 
ized and illegal armed bodies over- 
threw the civil authorities of Yazoo 
eouvty, and took forcible pos- 
session of said county, from 
which the sheriff, tlie peace officer of 
the county, was compelled to flee for 
safety and is still a refugee. The 
sheriff of this, Hinde county, reports 
that since the 4th inst., he has been 
unable, after every effort, to maintain 
the peace and protect right. He re- 

rts various murders by unauthor- 
zed armed bodies who are scouring 
the county. Warren county Is also 
reported as being in a state of terror- 
ism from the demonstrations of still 
other unauthorized armed bodies, and 
a feeling of insecurity pervades in 
other counties of the State. After 
careful examination of all reports, I 
find myself compelled to appeal to 
the general government for the 
means of giving that protection to 
which every American citizen Is en- 
titled. I donot now make formal 
application under the provisions of 
the Constitution of the United States, 
but telegraph you to know if you can 
and will regard the proclamation is- 
sued by you in December last on the 
application of the Legislature of this 
State is still in force. The immedi- 
ate action cannot be overstated. If 
your proclamation of December last 
is not in force I will at once make a 
formal application in acecordance 
with the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

ADELBERT AMES. 

Mr. Luckey the Private Secretary 
tothe President, immediately sent 
the above dispatch to the President 
at Long Branch, and a reply was 
received, directing him to submit 
the despatch to the Attorney Gen- 
eral and ask forhis advice and ans- 
wer Ames as to whether the 
proclamation of last year could be 
construed as now in force. The tele- 
grams were handed tothe Attorney 
General last night and this morning 
that officer submitted tothe Presi- 
dent his decision thatthe proclama-- 
tion of December last cannot be con- 
strued as now in force. This opinion 
was communicated to Gov. Ames as 
directed by the President in the fol- 
lowing dispatch:
